are expanded in the presence of IL-2. The gene encoding an anti-inflammatory cytokine 
molecule (e.g. IL-10) is then introduced into the CD4+ cells via a retroviral vector. The cells are 
then expanded and recovered before being injected into patients (see example 1 S. 59). 

Since the claimed subject matter was known from the prior art document of Symonds et 
al., the subject matters of claims 1-17, 20-23 are not so linked as to form a single general 
inventive concept (Rule 13.1 PCT) as they appear not to be linked by a new and inventive 
common special technical feature in the sense of Rule 13.2 PCT by taking into account the state 
of the art.
